Having 
won hor, ho is satisfied with all hef en- 
dearing, young charms, and recommends 
to the lovers ol the institution of slavery 
to "take another sweetheart to your 
bosom in place or Dinah." Rut that is 
the trouble. They didn't want to make 
slaves of their sweethearts, which was the 
cause of their preferring the institution of 
black slavery. They wanted their sweet- 
hearts for theii . harm ami grace, and de- 
.sired to keep them an far as possible from 
the shocks and hardships of life. To do 
this they kept this Dinah, whom the 
Journal rejoices in having won, as a ser- 
vant doing servant's work. They don't 
like, therefore, the way of the Journal in 
taking Dinah away, still less will they 
think kindly of the Journal's poetically- 
put recommendation, that their sweet- 
hearts should be put to the labors of the 
kitchen, for that is what it means. 

The matter is just this: The Journal 
steps into our kitchen; is delighted w ith 
the . harms of the bronze maid whom he 
seen working among the potsand kettles. 
His heart is lired with delicious desires. 
He bends all the (lowers of his great poet- 
ical genius to win to hi* arms this en- 
chanting young maid.

As "the free communication of thought* 
and opinions is one of the invaluable 
rights of man," and every 
freely discuss public measures, 
not without offense criticise the judgment 
of the Board of Aldermen against the 
Mayor? 

The ground of his expulsion is "for re- 
fusing to perform the duties of Mayor of 
said city, in refusing to sign the contract 
with Mr. Isham Henderson." The Oth 
section of the 4th article of the charter di- 
rects the manner in which orders, resolu- 
tions and ordinances, passed by the Gen- 
eral Council, shall be preseuted to the 
Mayor for bis approval or disapproval; 
if he disapproves, it is made his duty to 
return it, with his objections in writing; 
and if the measure is adopted by such 
majority as was required to pass it orig 
inally, it becomes as valid and effectual 
as if the Mayor had approved it. 
But the Mayor refused to sign the 
contract; and, it may be supposed, be- 
cause of his refusal to obey the mandate 
of one of the distinct departments of the 
city government, he was amenable to 
expulsion. If the Itoard of Aldermeu. 
sitting as a judicial tribunal, and gov- 
erned by the rules of law, had the power 
to find the Mayor guilty, they must find 
the power to do so in the charter; and, if 
not found there, they have erred and in- 
dicted a great wrong. The Mayor's duties 
are to l>e found in sections 3d, 4th, 5th and 
•ith of article 4tbof the charter. And it us 
not /««./-• the Mayor's duty to execute a con- 
trttct. It is provided in the Ith section 
that the Mayor "shall perform such other 
duties than those prescribed iu the char- 
ter as may be prescribed by ordiiuince.' 
The dtitiua of Ilia Mayor have been en- 
larged by ordinance; but there 1b noth- 
ing to lie found in any ordinance which 
requires the Mayor to execute such a con- 
tract as the one made with Mr. Hender- 
son; and, as the proceeding against 
Mr. Tomppert was impeachment, 
the word ordinance should have 
been held by the Court to have a techni 
cal meaning different from the word rem> 
lution. The Court expelled Mr. Tomppert 
for failing and refusing to obey a resolu- 
tion passed by the General Council. The 
charter and ordinances of the city did not 
require him to obey such a resolution, 
and it follows that the Court misunder- 
stood the law. There is another legal 
iiiestion in this case. Mr. Henderson 
ind others olrtained the contract. Mr. 
Henderson and his sureties alone ex- 
ecuted the contract. He had no power to 
sign the contract for his associates, and 
Mr. Tomppert was so advised by the City 
Attorney and other lawyers. And this is 
given as one of the reasons why the con- 
tract was not executed by the Mayor, in 
his message.

peace and quiet of our community wa* 
disturbed by the appearance in our midst 
of a squad of negro soldiers; eight pri- 
vates and two white-skinned, villainous- 
looking scaiiqis, one of whom rejoiced in 
the title of lieutenant, and claimed to be 
the commander-in-chief of the sable band. 
Lieutenant (juiBenberry hailed from 
Smithland, and his followers wore dis- 
charged privates from the lath ft M. col- 
ored heavy artillery; these were mounted, 
in regular United States uuiform, and 
armed with muskets. The citizens were 
greatly astonished, and some very indig- 
nant, at seeing negro soldiers here in a 
lime of profound peace, and after our 
Stale had been relieved from martial law 
But these black rait.ers did not leave ns 
long in doubt as to the object of their vis- 
it. Very soon after their arrival, three ol 
them arrested a citizen, and marched him 
about while searching for another. No one 
knew the cause of the arrest, and it wa> 
difficult to conjecture; the prisoner, E 
Vinsou, jr., being a good In ion man, and 
a quiet, inoffensive citizen. But, I be- 
lieve, that one of the things decided by the 
late civil commotion through which we 
have passed, is that a shoulder-strapped 
babiioonand a "nigger" are not required 
to show cause for injury done to lire, limb 
or proiterty, and are not expected to do 
anything according to law.

That is not the 
dispute with our neighbor. The condi- 
tion of the Southern States being admit- 
ted, our censure of the Journal is for re- 
joicing that Kentwky if. now placed in the 
tame condition a* (Vie free Southern States. 
Why tell us that when the rebels tired on 
Fort Sumter they expected these disasters? 
We did not fire on Fort Sumter. Ken- 
tucky was loyal to the core. She took up 
arniR against the rebellion. Why, then, 
this unnatural rejoicing that she has been 
reduced to such a condition o bondage 
and misery as these same Southern 
Stsbes T Why does the Journal triumph 
that Kentucky is treated as a reliel State 
titer all her sacrifices? 

Although no cause for rejoicing, what 
the Journal said was true. There is much 
prove it — much to prove that Ken- 
ky is regxnled in the Haiiiclij^Ul SB th* 
Southern States, j 

Do the public waut any proof of this 
nore than it has? It can be given. But 
the other day Ueneral Fiak, of the Freed- 
men's Bureau, arrived iu our city. He 
came here fot the avowed reason that the 
Constitutional amendment had been 
passed. Until it waa passed he acted, par- 
tially at k-ist, as if the laws of this State 
were sufficient for this State, lie now 
says that, the itmendment having been 
passed, it is his duty to establish the 
Freedmen's Bureau in full force in Ken- 
tucky. Tkat lie must have petty tri- 
bunals of an amphibious character— part 
civil, part military— whose special busi- 
ness it is to take care of the ne- 
groes; to enforce their freedom; 
to nullify all State laws ou 
the subject; to establish a power in the 
State with authority to interfere in the 
most minute and personal affairs in the 
State, but owing no allegiance or obedi- 
ence to the State ; a power to oppress the 
people, by a willful disregard and con- 
tempt of laws and lawful tribunals. 

Sow, this is a direct consequence of the 
adojitiou of the amendment. It has no 
other defense or excuse aud makes no 
other. Gen. Fisk avows that as a reason 
for his coming. The regulation of Ken- 
tucky labor— the most important interest 
which a State has — by this amendment 
is taken entirely from the State and given 
loan alien and uninterested power. 

This adoption of the amendment is, 
therefore, the authority for the introduc- 
tion of the Freedmen's Bureau, with its 
petty officials at every county stat and 
cross-road in Kentucky. What is the 
reason General Fisk finds that makes the 
prompt establishment of the Bureau in 
hiB opinion necessary? Will the Journal 
ask him? He will be doubtlessly an- 
swered that it is apprehended that, im- 
mediately upon the announcement to the 
negroes that they are free, as in all other 
sections, they will fly to the large towns 
and cilies, either to show their freedom, 
to enjoy it, or to convince them- 
selves tlist they are free. That 
is at least one of the reasons 
that General Fisk will offer for the neces- 
sity of prompt action in establishing his 
Bureau all over our State. He will justi- 
fy it from' his own expeiienoe. He will 
say that the negroes in the South where 
he has been, and his attention has been 
especially directed to this point, on being 
freed from their old masters, invariably 
follow this plan of flocking to large cities 
and camps. He will urge the necessity of 
the establishment ol his Bureau ou these 
very grounds. With his reasons, and 
their potency, we have nothing now to do; 
with his facts it is different. 

By the adoption of the amendment, this 
disastrous state of affairs, this destruction 
ot labor, is brought about, as according 
to the same authority it waa brought 
about in the same waj' in the rebellious 
States. General Fisk did not, however, 
express to us any exultation over it. He 
did not say, as the Journal did, that it was 
a cause of rejoicing that Kentucky was 
humiliated, aud reduced to the condition 
of the States which had rebelled. It re- 
mained for the Journal to shock the feel- 
ings ol the people of Kentucky by boast- 
ing that labor was disorganized, and the 
State was reduced to the same condition 
to which she would have been by rebell- 
ion. 

Tbis is the issue with the Journal; this 
exultation which it does not explain or 

modify. It is not what Presi lent John- 
| son has done, or is doing, for the South- 
I a. ern States: it is what has lieen done, and 
assi- { is doing, to degrade Kentucky, over 
•'mi which the Journal so loudly exults.

Important Resolution in Rrference 
to Railroads.— The following is the full 
text of Mr. Washburne's resolution, in- 
troduced in the House of Representatives, 
with regard to the rights of railroad com- 
panies :

Cincinnati, Dec. "JT. 
The Fenians of Kentucky held ■ State 
Convention U> <lay iu Covington. All 
the Circles of the State, with two excep- 
tions, being represented. Speeches were 
il. livered by the SUtte Center, P. Baunon, 
J. W. Fitzgerald, P. F. Walsh and others, 
which were most enthusiastically re- 
cei ved. 

Resolutions fully indorsing the nction 
of the Senate, tho Secretary of War, anil 
recognizing and indorsing Col. Roberts as 
the constitutionally elected President of 
the Fenian Brotherhood. Also pledging 
their united support to the war plans of 
the new regime, and repudiating tho 
O'Mahony Congress of January 2d. were 
unanimously adopted and signed by all 
the delegates present. 

Atchison, Ka., Dec. 27.

Since that 
time the roll of honor, or tbe names of 
soldiers who died in defense of the I'nion 
has been published, and recently tbe 
names of olBoers and soldiers found on 
the battle held* of the Wilderness and of 
SpotD>ylvania Courthouse, Virginia. Of 
the latter there are nearly 800 names. 210 
are those of soldiers from Pennsylvania, 
84 from New York and 00 from Massa- 
chusetts. Headboards have been erected 
over their graves on the battle field ol the 
Wilderness, two cemeteries having been 
laid out and enclosed by a fence. 

The sites are well adapted lor the rest 
it'g placta of those who fell in the vicini 
ity, having been selected where the scenes 
of carnage appeared to be the greatest. 
It was no unusual occurrence to observe 
the lines of our men close to the abatis of 
tbe enemy, and in one case several skele- 
toi us of our soldiers were found in their 
trencLes. Hundreds of graves on thest 
battle-fields are without any mark what 
ever to distinguish them, and so covered 
w ith fcilagethat the visitor will be tiua- 
ble to find the last resting place of those 
who Itav. fallen, until the rains aud suows 
of winter wash from the surface the light 
covering earth and reveal their re- 
mains.
